Plot May Be High.

Select Councllman D, W, Vaughan's
resolution directing the director of
public works to secure a price on the
Platt plot at the westerly end of the
Roaring Brook bridge with the Idea
of purchasing it for park purposcs is
the outcome of careful consideration
of o number of sites for a similar pur-
pose,

IBverybody who has glven the question
any study has been Impressed with
Eeranton's need of a centrally lovated
parke where tired pedestrions might
rest and git in the shade In the sum-
mer. The only place approaching this
laeial is the court house squuare where
there ure few benches scattered under
the scant trees which border the lawn
and which afford but slight shade,

Councllman Vaughan has long had
the fden In mind and has canvassed
the situntion pretty thoroughly. The
objections raised to other sites suggest-
el lave been that they would have Lo
he too expensive or that they do not
present the pequisite natural adyvan-
tages., The Platt plot containg a num-
ber of magnificent old trees and there
would he need for very little planting
of others,

It is Dbelleved that the price which
will be asked for the plot will be
rather high. ‘The Ilowest figures men-
tioned are $45,000 and they run all the
way up to 365000, Those who have
been flzuring on the question base their
estimates largely upon the price of
£15.000 which the Platt estate secured
tor the slrip of Jand which Is now
used as an approach to the Roarving
Brook bridge

Mr. Vaughan's Idea, providing «
rensanable price for the property can
be secured, i to have provision for
the purchase made in a second bond
ordinance which it js now proposed to
draft,

THE DEMAND FOR ANTHRACITE
' COAL IS ACTIVE.

The Advance of Ten Cents a Ton, the
First of May, Had Little Effect
on Buying—Trouble Betwesn the
Btone Masons’ Unions Is in Pro-
coss of Settlement—Brickldyers Are
Now Working an Eight-Hour Day.
New Breaker to Start Up Today.

The demand for anthraclite coil cons
tintes aclive and comes from o wide
atreteh of territory. A heavy tonnage
thut early buyers thought to get at
Aprll figures was larger than the pro-
ducing companies could supply. The
advanee of 10 per ton on May 1 has lit-
tle effect, for every dealer reallzes that
tLere are other advances to come later
und early buying means so much clear
profit next winter, Dealers at eastern
nnd western points are after coal, and
though the demand has been heaviest
from the east, yet dealers In the west,
partioularly In Chleago territory, have
ordered much more promptly than last
year., Troduction at the mines ls ac-
tive, those collierlies that suffered from
floods are getting thelr output upto
narmal figures and with better car sup-
ply the shipments would be much
heavier. The output for April was
lurge and probably exceeded that of
April, 1501,

Trade at the head of the lakes s not
active. Little anthreaclte is arriving as
vet ot the Duluth and Superior docks,
In Chleago terreitory, business has been
brisk and’the amount of coal ordered
much greater than o year ago. Arri-
vals have heen fulrly good, considering
the demnands of points farther east,
while the amount of conl going to out-
Iyving territory Is large. Arrivals by
lunke will Improve somewhat, but are
dependent on supplies at the lower luke
shipping ports, and these again are
largely determined by the car supply.
Trade plong the lower lakes and in
Canodian  terrlitory Is fairly active.
Conadian trade will improve with the
opening of canal navigation. Along
the Atlantle seaboard demand con-
tinues brisk. A shortage of vessels Is
interfering with coastwise shipments
somewhat, particularly to points be-
vond Cuape (fod. There is8 a good de-
mand for the steam sizes yet and the
miarket generally is as firm as a rock.

May Be Settled.

There Is a strong posszlbility that the
long-drawn-out strlke of the unlon
gtone culters employed at the Car-
lucel stone yards will ‘be settled to-
night.

The unfon men employed at the yards
went on strike on Juanuary 1, 1901, be-
cinuge of the alleged fallure of the
stone compiany to live up to the terms
of an agreement Intered Into with the
men,

The new men employed by the com-
pany to fill the strikers' pliaces formed
a4 separate union of thelr own, which
has never been recognlzed by the other
union, which is a branch of the Inter-
nationnl Stone Cutters’ association.

The company now agrees to grant its
men an eight hour day and to pay
them a minlmum wage of 3 a day. It
is now proposed to take the unfon of
the Carlucel employes into the original
union as a body. The members of the
Letter unlon will meet tonight to de-
clde whether this shall be done,

Bridge Workers Strike,

About ten of the twenty bridge work-
ers employed by the Dayton Construc-
tion company in erecting viaducts near
Avoca, on the new rapld transit road,
have been on strike since last Thursday
because of the alleged fiailure of the
company to pay the general woge scale
agreed upon,

The strike order was issued by Walk-
Ing Delegate Recd, of thls clty, The
company is getting on with the men
who refused to go on strike, and It is
clulmed that the work will be come
pleted in contract time.

Proposition Adopted,

The members of the local carpenters’
unlon, at a meeting held on Saturduy
night, framed & proposition for the set-
tlement of the sirike, which Is to be
submitted to a committee from the
Builders' Exchange at o conference to
be held tomorrow night with w special
commmittee from the Central Labor
union,

Informution as to the terms of'thls
proposition wus refused by all con-
cerned yesterduy, W, J. Ford, o mem-
ber of the national executlve commit-
tee, Is In the city to advise the men.

An Eight Hour Day.

The bricklayers of this clty are now
working elght hours a day and are yee
ceiving for thelr laboy the exceedingly
respectable sum of forty-five cents an
hour,

I'his new sgcale of wages went into
effcet o May 1, but had been ngreed
upon for some months prior to that
thme, The men were formerly paid
forty cents an hour and worked nine
hours a day. It s understood that the
next trade to secure the elght hour day
In this city will be the painters,
